Paul O’Dwyer, who wo n 
the

no minatio n in the prim ary as

“ I beg yo u, I implo re yo u, 
t 0 give fair treatm ent to the 
yo ungsters who wo rked fo r 
McCarthy. 
If yo u do that I 
can assure yo u that they will 
repay yo u o n electio n day.” 
McCarthy had wo n 61 o f 
123 delegates elected fro m 
co ngressio nal districts in the 
June 18 primary. There were 
29 delegates fo r the late Sen. 
Ro bert F. Kennedy and 14 
fo r Vice President ilubert H. 
Humphrey, with 19 unco m­ 
mitted. 
On the basis o f the prim ary 
victo ry, the McCarthy fo rces 
had expected po ssibly o ne- 
half o f the at-large vo tes. 
But they were given 15» i 
vo tes — less than o ne-fo urth 
o f the to tal. 
In the midst o f the upro ar, 
O’Dwyer led McCarthy sup­ 
po rters fro m the meeting at 
a Manhattan ho tel.

While most in d ustries have 
been han d in g out in creased 
wages the wheat farmer will 
for the fifth harvest be of­ 
fered the same n a t i o n a l 
average loan rate of $1.25 a 
bushel. This $1.25 loan rate 
amoun ts to the lon gest period 
in the 30-year history of the 
support program that there 
has been n o chan ge in the 
loan rate.

Gov. Nelson Rock efeller k nows better than 
almost anyone else that Nebrask a is considerd 
Nixon country. Yet now that he is an 
announced candidate 
for the Presidency, 
it 
seemed only right and in good manners that 
he pay a visit to the state.

He k nows the Nebrask a delegation to 
the Republican Convention probably is 
committed much more tightly to Nixon 
than the Republicans of the state as a 
whole. He surely is not unmindful that 
Nebrask a voters did not vote in November 
of 
1964 as

delegates in San Francisco.

Gov. Rock efeller is basing his chances 
of election on the people and the polls. If 
the

he

greater 
opportunity than Richard Nixon to win in 
November he hopes the convention will turn 
to him. 
It is such an eventuality that k eeps Gov. 
Rock efeller going from state to state to talk to 
the delegates, so, if they are released from 
their first commitment, they may k now what 
his candidacy will offer. 
It offers much, some of which Nixon can­ 
not match — a wider appeal to the great 
cross section of America which tak es in youth, 
the poor, the minorities; and a belief that 


the United States has the capacity to do what 
must be done to overcome poverty, to improve 
education and social welfare ppgram s and 
to maintain the country’s economic health.

The New York governor puts his arm 
around the youth of the country, recogniz­ 
ing their concerns, their worries and their 
abilities.

He would change the draft, lower the 
voting age and mak e them partners in a‘ 
country which so badly needs their talents 
and their enthisiasm. 
He has the courage to ride on the wings 
of change and he charges that the “old 
politics’’ adds up to a wasting of hope and 
a deficit of faith. This, he says, will mean 
an impoverishment of the American spirit. 
The enthusiastic crowd which assembled 
to hear the New York governor in Lincoln 
found ttie experience exhilarating. It was 
thoughtful of him to tak e the time to call 
in a state which has so littfe to offer him.

It seemed bad manners that some 
of the delegates could not find time to 
break fast with him and listen to the views 
of this very personable and erudite man 
who is a great credit to the Republican 
Party. 
Education’s Big Challenge 


College deans from over the country took 
a look at the problems of vocational training 
in a seminar in Lincoln this week and seemed 
to 
be presented with this k ind of consensus 
from the experts: 
a revolution of sorts in 
educational methods will be necessary to tpin 
young America for the technological positions 
opening up in this country.

This is, first of all, a quantitative 
problem, simply of providing sufficient 
facilities to teach young people the sk ills 
needed in modern industry. 
* 
* 
* 
This part of the problem has been evident 
for a number of years, but the response by 
the federal government, the states and the 
schools has been pretty puny thus far. True, 
there has been some increase in appropria­ 
tions for vocational education and more schools 
established. But this expansion Is not k eeping 
pace with the rising demand. 
Even more critical, apparently, is the 
need for more vocational education teachers. 
This must be a major concern for the 
teachers’ colleges as well as the school 
systems. 
Beyond that, though, is the more difficult 
matter of changing the methods of vocational 
training to better fit the needs of the young 
people.

This involves both the disadvantaged 
youngster, who may reside in the ghetto 
and be a school drop-out, and the child 
of more affluent parents who, by ability 
or preference, might be more suited to 
a vocational school than to a college. 
•

The former presents the problem of con­ 
tacting the disadvantaged youth, then of 
motivating him to accept training and, finally, 
of communicating with him once he has 
enrolled. 
The latter demands the erasure of stigma 
from the youngster who goes to vocational 


school rather than to college and stimulation 
to pursue further education at the college 
level if he is capable. 
Probably no other segment of the educa­ 
tional system has failed so badly to ineet 
its responsibility in the past; and certainly 
no other is so crucial to the well being of 
the nation in the future. 
Rep. Roman C. Pucinsk i, D-Ill., sent word 
to the seminar that the education system has 
failed the residents of Resurrection City and 
similar persons over the country. He declared; 
“It has provided them with no mark etable 
sk ill — nothing with which to provide them 
a decent living wage, no sound notions of 
how to go about look ing for a job, dressing 
for a job, acting on the job, or holding a 
job.”

WhUe high school enrolment 
in voca­ 
tional eduation has jumped 42% since 1963, 
the congressman said, “fully one-third of 
our local school districts have no program 
at 
all 
for 
these 
hard-core, 
youthful 
unemployed.“

In this matter of vocational training is 
the one area in which the educational system, 
including both the teachers colleges and the 
schools themselves, 
can and must 
b^o m e 
more resourceful and imaginative than it has 
been. This is as true in Lincoln as anywhere 
else. 
It means fully exploring the potential 
of community colleges, now under study for 
Lincoln. It means extending the colleges and 
universities beyond their campus boundaries 
and beyond the strict academic pursuits. It 
means e x a m i n i n g the possibilities of 
establishing separate vocational 
t r a i n i n g 
facilities in low income areas, as has been 
proposed for Whittier SchooUn Lincoln. 


It means, moreover, a determination 
on the part of the public to support the 
effort that so ovbiously is needed.

They were 
dismayed when the platform committee came 
up with a shamefully weak and evasive civil 
rights plank that reflected the worst evasive 
attitudes in the South. It was such a bad 
one it pleased the Dixiecrats.

They would not go along 
with Harry Truman as the nominee.

Hubert Humphrey, mayor of Minneapolis 
and a candidate for the United Stales Senate, 
obtained the floor. He was not then well 
k nown. Humphrey arose not so much as a 
partisan of civil rights and human rights, 
but a t a decent, honorable man outraged by 
the fraudulent fabric and intent of the platform 
plank on human rights. He was then 37 years 
old, handsome, k ind, generous, and unafraid 
of what his move might do to his political 
future.

Washington—Weak nesses in government 
are sometimes not fully exposed until glaring 
cases arise. Oddly enough, the U.S. Constitu­ 
tion does not provide a method whereby the 
people can actually have a direct voice in 
choosing the nine men who

comprise the Supreme Court 
of the United States. It is 
more 
than ever necesary, 
therefore, in view of recent 
developments, that a consti­ 
tutional amendment be adopt­ 
ed which wrill set forth clearly 
the qualifications of those in­ 
dividuals who may be selected 
__ 
to sit on the Supreme Court 
La wrence 
and perform the all-important task of inter­ 
preting the Constitution. 
Today a President can appoint a political 
crony or a lawyer with bttle professional 
experience and ignore the many able and 
highly qualified judges who have served their 
country and are worthy of promotion. One 
way to cure this defect is to adopt a new 
amendment to the Constitution, which might 
read somewhat as follows: 
“No person shall be eligible for appoint­ 
ment to the Supreme Court of the United 
States who has not served at least five years 
either in the federal or state judiciary.

“Any person nominated for the position 
of an associate justice 
or chief justice shall 
be confirmed only by 
a two-thirds vote of the 
Senate.

“No justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States shall be eligible to serve after 
the age of 75. While a member of the Supreme 
Court, he shall not participate directly or in­ 
directly in any political or governmental 
operations, including advisory or personal 
activities, and 
shall refrain from public 
comment on issues which are currently in­ 
volved in cases pending before the courts. 
“No person who has been engaged in 
raising funds for any political party or candi­ 
date during a period of at least five years 
prior to his nomination shall be eligible for an 
appointment to the bench. 
“ Before the Senate Judiciary Committee 
acts upon any nomination submitted by the 
President for an associate justice or chief 
justice, full public hearings shall be held at 
which the previous record of the nominee.

whether in the federal or state judiciary, 
shall be subjected to thorough examination.” 
These reforms have long been overdue. 
The fact that a vast number of decisions 
have been rendered by 5-to4 majorities is 
in itself an indication of how far apart many 
of the justices are in their interpretation of 
the principles of the Constitution. Lik ewise, 
too often the opinions of Supreme Court 
justices have read lik e political speeches or 
treatises on sociological subjects. The high 
court’s opinions have not always adhered to 
the basic rules of law which have for centuries 
guided English-speak ing p^ples. For many 
years, there have been appointments of judges 
with conscientious points of view but with 
prejudices based upon their long-time affilia­ 
tion with one side or the other of highly 
controversial questions.

Again and again, federal judicial ap­ 
pointments have been bandied as political 
patronage. Judges for the lower courts have 
really been sometimes pick ed through the 
pressures of members of Congress. Many of 
the judges, of course, are well-qualified, but 
frequently they are politically-minded persons 
whose training actually doesn’t qualify them 
to sit in judgment upon the many important 
cases that come before the federal courts.

What k ind of a man really mak es a good 
judge? Certainly a lawyer with a distinctly 
partisan mind is not as well qualified as 
another person who, however deep may be 
his prejudices, k nows in all honesty how to 
be impartial and fair. 
Too many justices who have sat on the 
Supreme Court have been ill-equipped to in­ 
terpret the Constitution, yet they have had 
the deciding voice in many a 5-to-4 decision. 
The time has come for appointments to the 
highest U.S. court to be completely detached 
from the ruses and chicanery of American 
politics.

In some areas business and government 
are joining hands with good, if not spectacu­ 
lar, results in h e 1 p i n g 
On the 
ghetto-scarred individuiils 
to tak e their place in tlhe 
Cri» M t Sid e 
affuent society, or at least 


first rung of the ladder on the way up. 
In a copyrighted article for the Washings 
ton Post, Robert C. Maynard tells how tho 
Chrysler Corporation, with $1.7 million from 
the Department of Labor, embark ed on a pro­ 
gram three months ago to mak e the unem­ 
ployable into employes. 
One example was a man, age 37, who had 
spent nine years behind bars, mostly for 
armed robbery. He became the protege of 
Chuck Spieser, former heavyweight boxer and 
a graduate of Michigan State University. 
Spieser became both a learner and a teacher. 
He learned of the abuse with which the man 
had Uved all his Ufe. Then he made a break ­ 
through, teaching the man how to mak e his 
way through the maze of the Chrysler plant.

Today the man earns $3.25 an hour in the 
Dodge Truck Division of Chrysler. He has 
responsibility for a small materials handling 
area and he is the pride of his bosses. In a 
little more than three months 50 people from 
the starting group of 125 have been placed in 
jobs. The rest are on their way into jobs and 
more are being brought in.

Chrysler has used computers and a class 
ratio of 12 students to one teacher, substan­ 
tially greater than in regular schools. , 
It took the Negro uprising in Detroit last 
summer to impress on business that they must 
tak e a new approach to city problems if busi­ 
ness and the cities are to survive. 
On a smaller scale Lincoln business is 
venturing into offering employment to minor­ 
ity groups, and showing a willingness to train 
those put on the payroll. 
Similar experiences, many of them not 
highly publicized, are the part of business 
communities over the nation.

In an area which might be called preven­ 
tive—an effort to help the young in the ghettos 
avoid the catastrophes which have befallen 
their elders—is the Teacher Corps set up by 
Congress in 1965. This was not an instanta­ 
neous cureall. It has now begun to get off the 
ground and may have great results, if Con­ 
gress will just continue to support it.

The Corps tak es liberal arts and science 
graduates with no teacher training and puts 
them through a two-year apprenticeship, dur­ 
ing which they serve as teachers’ aides in 
the mornings and community work in the 
afternoons. 
This was a new concept and colleges and 
universities were not prepared. Now nearly 
40 universities have developed courses on 
teaching the disadvantaged.

There is a great deal of special learning 
before there can be adequate teaching of the 
disadvantaged. This, business and the colleges 
are learning. And if one cares to look a little 
under the surface, there are some notable 
successes. 


CONFIDENT LIVING 
Bea ting Fea r

Scarcely have I seen a man so immensely 
relieved — you might even say released. He 
was actually bursting with joy. “A tremendous 
thing has happened to m e!” he exulted. “I 
have at last given the brush-off to anxiety. 
I have got over my old fear 
of what might happen And it’s 
wonderful, believe me.” 
We were seated together on 
an airplane and he was so 
caught up that his story fairly 
gushed out. But happy as he 
was this man was no oddball. 
He was a personable fellow in 
his 30s who, it seemed, had 
suffered all his life from anx- 
Peale 
iety and worry. Indeed he had been fearful 
out of all proportion to reason. And often 
for no apparent reason he would be seized 
with a feeling that something dreadful was 
about 
to 
happen. 
Finally 
he 
s o u g ht 
professional counseling about this condition. 
Only then did he come to understand its origin. 
It seems he had a 
s u pe r l o vi n g , 
overprotective mother who was herself a vic­ 
tim of anxieties. She had a bad habit of 
overdramatizing fearful possibilities. 
She constantly made vague allusions about 
the boy’s father who apparently was an ir­ 
responsible double-dealer whose relations with 
women were barely on the up and up. The 
boy did not k now this, for people avoided 
speak ing of it in front of him, but he got an 
uncomfortable impression that there was 
something wrong with his father.

Probably as a result of fear and tension 
the mother developed a heart condition. This 
too she magnified and dramatized, telling her 
' children solemnly, “You must be prepared 
for something to happen to me at any time. 
I may look healthy but Pm not really.

This anxiety and insecurity eventually 
took its toll on the man’s physical vitality. 
Suspecting that he might himself be develop­ 
ing a heart condition he went to a doctor 
who advised him to get counseling. He con­ 
sulted a psychologically trained minister, who 
received his training at the American Foun­ 
dation of Religion and Psychiatry. 
Gradually he gained insight and came 
to realize that his fears were basically phan­ 
toms which his mother’s own acute seif-pity 
anxiety complex had lodged within his mind. 
The minister heli)ed him to develop dynamic 
faith. Finally the old fears lifted from his 
mind and he felt liberated. And it was not 
difficult to appreciate the relief and happiness 
that resulted.

It has been said that self-k nowledge is 
the beginning of wisdom. Often it is also 
the beginning of a cure. But for actual healing 
of fear more is needed. Old fears must be 
replaced with something positive —else they 
recur or new fears tak e their place.

Lost animals in Lancaster Cou nty hav e 
it made if they end u p at the Hu mane So­ 
ciety Shelter, 2320 Park Blv d. 
Recently a $19 0,000 brick bu ilding was 
dedicated at this address, which is strictly 
for animals. The 6 0 by 150 foot stru ctu re 
hou ses abou t 140 animals—dogs and cats as 
ex pected, along with a dozen chick ens, 
some du ck s, an eight-y ear-old nanny goat 
u nimaginativ ely named Nanny , a pony , a 
parak eet, some wild rabbits and some 
hamsters. 


The ‘‘ha v ing it ma de” pa rt is this: The 
a nima ls ha v e a ir-co nditio ned qua rters, their 
fo o d is deliv ered to them a nd a ll o f their 
wa nts a rc ca tered to o ex cept, perha ps, their 
desire fo r a ho me o f their o wn. 


Hu mane Society Director Bernard Pat­ 
ton said the society plans to add one more 
position soon, that of a resident v eteri­ 
narian. ‘‘With the speed at which ou r bu si­ 
ness is growing y early the day is coming 
when we will hav e to hav e a fu ll-time v et,” 
he said. ‘‘Hopefu lly in the near fu tu re we 


can start with a part-time doctor and gradu ­ 
ally work the position to fu ll time.” 
The animal tu rnov er is great, Patton 
said. People come in ev ery day du ring 
regu lar 8 :30 to 5:30 office hou rs bu t some 
hav e called as late as 10 p.m. Many v isits 
resu lt in adoptions. 
Patton and a staff of 11 work with the 
animals, pick ing them u p as stray s, feeding 
and caring for them and whenev er possible 
finding a new home. 


While they wa it fo r a do ptio n the a nima ls 
ma y be ho used in two lo ng kenneU co nta in­ 
ing 22 pens ea ch. There a re 3 2 o utside pens 
fo r do g s, whether they a re bo a rders who se 
o wners a re o n v a ca tio n o r lo st po o ches. 


There are also eight isolation pens for 
animals su spected of being rabid. 
The shelter has its own cemetery . 
Grav es of many fav orite pets are here, 
mark ed with concrete headstones bearing 
the names and life spans of the animal. 
Many of the grav es are freq u ently decorated 
with flowers.

Professors iAAUPi and from 
the fact that a u niv ersity ’s 
accreditation depends in part 
on its policy on tenu re. 
Facu lties, he said, control 
cu rricu lu m, a d m i s s i ons 
policies, 
g r a d i ng 
and 
ev alu ation procedu res, who 
gets into the 
‘ ‘ u ni on’ ’ 
(AAL’P) and who gets tenu re 
and 
“they 
ex ert 
t h e 
dete-rmining 
pressu re 
o n 
what bu ilding gets 
bu i l t 
first.” 
Tenu re, 
which 
he 
said 
amou nts to a life-time con­ 
tract, performs a constru c­ 
tiv e pu rpose in i ns u r i ng 
academic freedom, he con­ 
ceded.
